A SHY DANCER 


Btoii*» « Told by W^ternor« of th® A title« 
of tho Sand HUI Crane. 
The sand lull crane is a very bright 
bird 
A IL creation writer says that its 
very name is synonymous of vigilance 
and alertue.—, 
It feeds on the tmdes* 
plains or in the barren wheat stubble, 
where it cun see a long wny beyond gun­ 
shot. or one t f a thick is p< sted as sen­ 
tinel, and this bird stands with bill half 
open» ready to give an alarm. It can be 
killed by decoying it with pasteboard 
figures cut to proper size and shape and 
painted, but mounted birds are better 
A pit is dug deep enough to conceal a 
man, the decoys are put out, and the 
cranes are shot a> they come over 
The 
best region to shoot th< m is in the Co­ 
lumbia river watershed and south of it 
in the Pacific coast states. 
When one sheets a bird of the size 
and build of a crane in midair, it col­ 
lapses, like a card house or a tent 
But 
such apparent collapses are sometimes 
deceptive, as, for instance. 
“ Bef re 1 could reach him he soared 
off into the air with wheeling flight. 
Again ho Hit the ground with fearful 
violence, but again he got on his feet 
Running up, thinking to got him alive 
for a decoy, I tried to tap him on the 
head and stun him. 
He showed fight, 
ami I used my gun as 1 backed off, and 
he took to his wings. “ 
The sand hill crane is something of a 
fighter of men if wounded, and tho only 
safe crane is a dead one Their bills are 
long and sharp and are capable of put­ 
ting out a man's eye. 
The sand hill crane 
h a s some curious 
habits that make him of more than pass­ 
ing interest to the student of birds. Out 
on the prairies parties of them have balls 
in the spring, to which the select birds 
seem to be invited. These balls are pic­ 
turesque affairs from the human stand­ 
point. Thi re are curious dances, which 
are sort of solitary waltzes or pretty 
slow jigs. 
Sometimes the birds leap 
over one another’s bucks and flap their 
wings, giving their peculiar cry. Some­ 
times rival birds have fierce duels, using 
their keen bills like lances, battleax os 
and swords.

Chairs were brought for our accommoda­ 
tion, but with the exception of the mat­ 
ting on the floor the place was without 
furniture.

niont, and widow of the English queen’s 
youngest son, and the Princess of liat- 
tenberg. 
Upon the continent there are a pair 
of widowed queens regent—Christine of 
Spain and Emma of Holland. 
Both 
have won golden opinions from those 
th*-y govern, no less than from impartial 
onlooki rs. 
Queen Emma is, by the 
way, sister to the Duchess of Albany, 
who is said to have been the iirst choice 
of the gay old r< probate, King William 
of Holland. 
She refused him, but her 
sister threw herself into tHr* breach, in­ 
spired doubth*48 by the knowledge that 
reigning sovereigns, even though somo- 
l what battered and the worse for wear, 
j were not likely to come often a-wooing 
| in starveling if princely households. So 
they were married, and there is a little 
que« n of Holland to cheat the anticipa- 
! ti« *ns of the house of Cumberland. 
But none of the queens or empresses 
can put out of court Dagmar, sometime 
of Denmark, now the widowed czarina, 
Marie Feodorowna. 
It, must have gone 
hard with her, in spite of the splendors 
the change implied, to give over her 
Danish name, which means “ day dawn, ” 
f«>r an appellation so cumbrous. Feodo- 
rownii means, by the way, “ daughter of 
Theodore,” as does Paulovua “ daughter 
of Paul. ” The termination “ ovna, ” or 
"owna, “ has in all cases that signili- 
canco in Russian names, just as the 
suffix “ viteh” means always “ son of.” 
Thus Alexandrov itch is “ the son of 
Alexander. ” 
Austrian royalty has two widows out­ 
right, between whom it is hard to say 
which has the more tragic story. All the 
world still remembers the tragedy of 
Meyerling— how the Crown Prince Ru­ 
dolph shot himself and the beautiful 
Mario Voetsera, leaving his wife, Ste­ 
phanie of Belgium, by no means discon­ 
solate, as the pair had l>cen on the point 
of judicial separation. 
Still the shock 
and shadow of it all for the time over­ 
whelmed her. But she has no continuing 
sorrow such as has driven to madness 
Carlotta, once empress of Mexico, who 
missed seeing her husband, Maximilian, 
shot only because she had gone to Eu­ 
rope asking help for him, where no help 
was. 
Yet it is a question if, in spite of 
all, she is not less unhappy than her sis- 
Austria, 
ars widowed in 
'all but name. 
Besides Empress Eugenio, widowed, 
childless, a withered shadow of her beau­ 
tiful self, France has a Duchess of Or­ 
leans, whom the Legitimists rank as 
queen dowager— not to mention the wife 
of her murdered president, Carnot. And 
there is more than a Gallic trace in the 
youngest of royal widows, the Bonaparte 
princess, who married her uncle, the 
Duke d ’Aosta, and since his death has 
| set the Italian 
court wild with her 
I freaks.— New York J ournal.
